Meet After Tough Talk 


DENVER—<*—Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower paused today for a brief 


recess in his hard-driving campaign after lashing what he called "the 
prevailing political practice of divide, exploit, tax, spend and rule." 


Speaking last night in the Mor- 


mon Tabernacle in Salt Lake City, 
the GOP presidential candidate 
again called for a middle-of-the- 
road leadership to "keep in bal- 
ance the twin ideals of security 
and of liberty." 


Flies to Denver 


After this speech, he flew to Den- 


ver to rest over the weekend be- 
fore setting out Monday for a 
swing that will carry him on his 
third drive into the Southland— 
with special attention beamed on 
Texas. 
, Rep, Hugh Scott (R-Pa). former 
GOP national chairman, told a re- 
porter he thought Eisenhower was 
"holding his own" u> the campaign 
and the outlook still appeared 
promising for his election. 


"He has lost some of the ex- 


treme liberal support," Scott told 
a reporter. "But he has gained 
more conservative votes to offset 
this loss. I think we'll see a grad- 
ual gain ahead." 


Eisenhower came to Salt Lake 


City from a quick sweep through 
Arizona and New Mexico. His re- 
ception was warm but not as bois- 
terous or as big as those he had 
received in California.

The apartments are part of the 


*900,000 Lee county housing pro- 
ject now under construction on 
Forrest avenue and at Lincoln and 
Ninth streets. It is hoped that all 
20 buildings—19 of them on the 


-Forrest avenue site—will be finish- 
*ed sometime in March. 


Rent for the apartments will be 


on & sliding scale, according to 
Atty. Warren Badger of the hous- 
ing authority. The scale will be 
graded to what the renter can 
adequately pay. 


Has Salary Ban 


There will also be a maximum 


salary ban. said Badger, which 
may run about $2,800 to $3,000 a 
year. Persons who make more 


than the maximum salary will not 
be allowed to rent an apartment. 
There will be adjustments; how- 
ever, as to the number of children 
* family has, Badger added. 


Renters will have their choice

cause of the damaging statements of General Colson, who 
seemed to be admitting inhuman conduct on our part. Our 
case was not aided by the prisoners' capture of General Dodd. 
It cost us considerable 'face" among the Southeast Asians.

losing ground these days in the propaganda battle for non- 
Red areas of Asia. Quite the contrary. The best-informed 
Asiatics in lands like Indo-China, Burma, Thailand, Indo- 
nesia and India are becoming pretty fed up with Communist 
chatter.

Slam Bid But Partner Lacks Aces

Today'* hand i* a sort of curi- 


osity. South went out of his way to 
ask about bis partner's aces, dis- 
covered that North had no ace, 
and then bid a' grand slam any 
way! 


For the benefit of those who 


have juat come in I should explain 
that South'* bid of four no-trump 
was part of- the Blackwood Con- 
vention. North i* supposed to' re- 
spond five club* to show no aces 
five diamonds to show one ace, 
five heart* to show two aces, and 
so on. 


In this case North bid five club* 


to show that he had no ace*. Much 
to everybody'* surprise, South 
then Immediately contracted for » 
grand slam. 


South, made his slam with no 


particular trouble. Dummy's king 
of spade* won the opening lead, 
and declarer next cashed the top 
diamonds. He then ruffed a dia- 
mond with one of dummy'* high 
trumps, returned to his hand with 
the ace of spades, and ruffed an- 
other diamond with a high trump. 


Now, for the first time, he led a 


trump, winning in his hand. This 
left one trump in dummy, which 
took care of South'a remaining 
•pade. South then ruffed a. club, 
drew two more round* of trump* 
and claimed the rest of the trick*. 


North watched the play with 


(real interest and some curiosity. 
.The dummy 1* seldom bored 
when the contract ia a grand 
•lam.) But when the hand waa 
over, he asked* a natural question: 
•What were you going to do if I 
showed an ace? Were you going 
to bid eight hearts?" 


"No," South answered. "Only 


six." 


The answer was surprising, but 


quite logical. If North's raise to 
three hearts happened to be based 
on an aceless hand, the hand was 
practically sure to fit the South 
land like a glove. The actual North

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Officials Ride Snazzy Seized Sedans; Save Taxpayers' Hard-Earned Money

WASHINGTON-(NEA)— Federal 
Security Adminis- 


trator Oscar Ewlng was driven up to th* White House the 
other day in a snazzy blue Cadillac. Press men who saw 
ft commented that this was pretty fancy transportation 
for someone who wasn't even a cabinet member, but just 
in administrator. 
I 
Mr. Ewing explained, however, that the government 


•-and the taxpayers—didn't buy this car for him. It was 
ieized by the Treasury's Bureau of Narcotics agents 
from some big dope peddler. 


Investigation revealed that this Is standard govern- 


ment practice, though few people know about it. There'* 
even a law on it. 
- 
Whenever an automobile is sejzcd In the arrest bf 


anyone for violation of federal law. the car Is held in 
eustody of the U. S. Marshal until a court issues an order 
fj»r its disposition. The seizing agency has the right to 
requisition the car if it wants it. 
- 
Those not wanted are turned over to General Serv- 


fces Administration for parcelling out among other 
agencies as needed. This saves the taxpayers' money. 
- 
In the 1950-51 period, 441 cars were seized in this 


ptanncr. Sixty per cent of the Treasury's fleet, or 388 
ears, were seized by its enforcement agencies—Secret 
Service, Customs. Narcotics, Bureau of Inteinal Revenue. 
Coast Guard, Post Office and FBI also use many seized 
cars.

John V. Lawrence, Washington lobbyist for the truck-

The catch here is that the truckers represent a much 


high petcentage of the tonnage. And it is the heavy 
truck, not the passenger car, that does most damage to 
highways anrt necessitates the bigger share of road main- 
tenance costs.

COMPLEX AND THEN SOME 


Here's a new problem on the hazards of high speed 


flying, posed by aircraft engineers. 


Imagine two planes flying toward each other on a 


collision course, at speeds of 1200 miles an hour (a 
Navy research plane has flown faster than this. *o it 
isn't a purely theoretical problem. Their speed with 
relation to each other would be 2400 mile* an hour. That 
is 40 miles a minute of two-thirds of a mile a second. 


Suppose now that these two planes emerged from 


clouds, a mile and a half apart, and the pilot* thus saw 
each other for the first 'time at this distance. They will 
crash in a little over two seconds. 


Human nerves won't reaction fast enough to enable 


the pilots to avoid the crash. That's why complicated 
electronic gear for nearly automatic flying ha* to be 
built into high-speed jet aircraft. The complexity of thl* 
radar in one plane is said to be greater than the com- 
bined equipment for a city power system, a radio and 
TV broadcasting station and the fire-control apparatus 
on a battleship.

It will be aome time well Into 1903 before any of the 


so-called educational televUion stations get on the air. 
Federal Communications Commission ha* granted nine 
construction permits—six for New York state, to be run 
by the state university. 


Other* will be run by University <* Southern Cali- 


fomia in Los Angeles, Kansas State Agricultural college 
in Manhattan, and University of Houston, Texas. 


Only 10 other application* have been filed or are 


pending before FCC. But application* for channels re- 
served for educational TV may be filed until mid-1952. 
At least 12 states expect to have bill* before their legis- 
lature* next year, authorizing educational TV networks, 
like New Yorks. 


Where states run these networks, they'll have to get 


appropriations from their legislatures. Estimated cost* 
are from $150,000 to $790,000 for original, equipment, per 
station, plus a minimum of $100,000-a-year operating ex- 
pense.

The various fats and oils were discussed and why 


certain ones were better for frying—others better for 
shortening power. Hydrogenated fat and Jard are 
both successful in deep fat frying. You cannot expect 
to me lard as often or for as many "fryings." 


Another important item Miss Cook brought out In 


her lesson was that deep fat fried foods will not ab- 
sorb nearly as much fat oftentimes as goods shallow-! 
ftied, or sauteed. and no fat is indigestible. They

merely take longer to digest. The only time a fat may be irritating 
to digest is when it is heated at too high a temperature. At this point 
It smokes offensively and forms it ritating substances. These substances 
make the eyes water and irritate 


than food cooked on top of th« 
range. 


Lighter gauge aluminum can be 


used in the oven because it is not 
subjrrt to such high temperatures. 
Unpolished aluminum pan bottoms 
absorb heat and produce a brown* 
er crust, while polished aluminum 
reflects heat, thus browning food 
more lightly. 


Black pans or tin pans, discol- 


ored with age, cause 
uneven 


browning of cakes, too. Black 
conducts heat much faster and 
quicker. 


Stainless steel and enamelware 


are not very satisfactory 
mate- 


rials for baking pans because they 
give a darker brown crust. Enam- 
elware requires a shorter baking 
period than aluminum. 


Glassware, to, produces a dark- 


er crust, but is desirable for fruit 
and custard pies. Glassware often 
gives better results if a lower tem- 
pera tuie is used than in cook 
books. Most recipe baking tem- 
peratures are based on use of 
aluminum.

statistics on average Income rates 
to try to hide the real condition of 
the bulk Hi Uie American farmers 
who are living a wretched and 
semi-starved existence." 


"As the result of the constant 


enrichment of bigger companies 
and the ruin of small farmers, in 
the period from 1035 to 1930 alone, 
I'.a million small farmers and land 
tenants were forced to leave their 
land," the Russians were told. 


Housing Poor 


"The housing conditions of farm- 


ers are also despicable. They live 
in ramshackle dwellings, some- 
times even without roofs." 


Quoting from what it described 


as an official American report 
Moscow said that In the South, 
millions have been forced to leave 
the land because of farm mechan- 
ization. 


There was no mention of Rus- 


sia's own ambitious farm mechan- 
ization program, believed to be be- 
hind schedule.
